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Brigadier  General  John  Thornton  Knight 

(UNITED  STATES  ARMY— RETIRED)

JOHN  THORNTON  KNIGHT,  1880,  BrigadierGeneral, 
U.  S.  A.,  retired,  died  at  his  home  in  San  Francisco, 
California,  after  a  brief  illness  of  pneumonia,  January  15, 
1930.  He  was  the  son  of  the 
late  Captain  John  H.  Knight 
of  "Poplar  Hill,"  Prince  Ed- 
ward County,  Virginia,  and  was 
born  April  18,  1861. 

He  received  his  preparatory 
training  at  Prince  Edward 
Academy,  Worsham,  Virginia, 
under  Professor  James  R. 
Thornton  and  entered  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  College  in  1877,  a 
member  of  the  Class  of  1880. 
In  1879,  he  entered  the  U.  S. 
Military  Academy  at  West 
Point  and  in  due  time  gradu- 
ated (1884)  and  received  a 
commission  as  Second  Lieuten- 
ant of  Cavalry  in  the  U.  S. 
Army. 

After  service  in  the  west,  he 
was  appointed  Commandant  of 
Cadets  at  the  Virginia  Poly- 
technic Institute;  then  fought 
in  Cuba  during  the  Spanish- 
American  War;  and  for  some 
years  was  stationed  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  where  he 
rendered  valuable  service,  as 
also  in  China  and  Japan. 

In  the  World  War  his  work 
was  especially  noteworthy.  He 
was  Quarter  Master  of  the 
Port  of  embarkation,  Newport, 
News,  Virginia,  August,  1917  to  September,  1918;  served 
overseas  at  Quarter  Masters  Base,  Brest,  France,  October, 
1918  to  January,  1919;  was  Chief  Quarter  Master,  A.  E.  F., 
April  to  September,  1919,  with  supervision  extending  to 
England,  Belgium,  Germany,  Luxemburg,  Spain,  Italy, 
and  Russia.  He  was  made  Commander  of  the  Order  of 
Leopold — a  citation  conferred  by  the  King  of  Belgium 
and  was  commended  by  President  Wilson  for  specially 
meritorious  work  as  Quarter  Master  at  Newport  News, 
Virginia. 

This    military    record,    one   of   distinguished    service, 
speaks  for  itself;  but  it  does  not  give  the  intimate  picture

of  the  man  as  his  friends  knew  him.  Physically,  no  one 
could  have  looked  the  soldier  more  completely — six  feet 
and  more  in  height,  erect,  and  strikingly  handsome.  As 

stated  above,  General  Knight's 
first  commission  was  in  the 
cavalry.  This  was  due  in  large 
measure  to  his  superb  horse- 
manship. There  are  those  yet 
living  who  remember  his  skill 
and  grace  in  the  cavalry  drills  on 
the  old  parade  ground  at  the 
Alilitary  Academy.  Some  one 
has  said  that  Virginians  made 
such  splendid  soldiers  in  the 
War  Between  the  States  because 
they  could  ride,  shoot,  and  tell 
the  truth.  General  Knight  ex- 
celled in  all  three  of  these 
qualifications.  His  magnificent 
seat  in  the  saddle  reminded  one 
of  those  great  Virginia  cavalry- 
men— Stuart  and  Fitz  Lee. 

At  the  same  time,  his  was 
one  of  the  most  lovable  of  na- 
tures— kindly,  sweet-tempered, 
generous,  loyal.  He  was  a  man 
with  whom  one  liked  to  associ- 
ate— affectionate  but  sincere, 
firm  but  kind,  conscientious  but 
tolerant — the  embodiment  of 
that  rare  and  charming  trait, 
manly  gentleness. 

The  Class  of  1880  is  planning 
a  reunion  at  the  coming  Com- 
mencement— the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary. We  had  hoped  that 
John  Knight  might  be  with  us  on  that  occasion.  We  shall 
miss  him;  the  Class  mourns  a  loyal  friend;  the  Sigma  Chi 
Fraternity  has  lost  a  devoted  member  and  the  College 
a  distinguished  son. 

Since  his  retirement.  General  Knight  had  made  his 
home  in  San  Francisco,  and  was  burled  at  the  Presidio 
there  with  the  usual  military  honors.  He  is  survived  by  his 
widow,  four  sons,  and  a  daughter.  Three  sisters  still 
reside  in  Prince  Edward — Miss  Bettie  B.  Knight  and  Mrs. 
W.  G.  Dunnington,  of  "Poplar  Hill,"  and  Mrs.  J.  B. 
Strachan,  of  Farmville.

COLONEL  HENRY  STOKES— HAYNIE  A.  STOKES,  Esq.

COLONEL  HENRY  STOKES 


IT  seems  eminently  fitting  that  these  two  men,  father 
and  son,  whose  combined  terms  of  interrupted  service 
to  the  College  covered  more  than  one-half  a  century, 
should  be  linked  together  in  these  brief  sketches. 

Colonel  Henry 
Stokes  was  elected  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Hampden-Sydney 
in  June,  1858,  and 
served  continuously 
until  his  death  on 
March  25,  1900;  his 
son,  Haynie  A. 
Stokes,  at  the  very 
next  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  on 
June  12,  1900,  after 
his  father's  death,  was 
elected  to  the  same 
body  and  remained  on 
it  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  Sep- 
tember 4,  1919.  With 
the  exception,  there- 
fore of  a  little  over  two 
months  the  entire 
period  from  1858  to 
1919,  these  two  men 
were  contributing 
their  best  efforts  to  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the 
College.  Not  only  is  this  true,  but  the  father  of  Colonel 
Henry  Stokes,  Mr.  Collin  Stokes  of  Lunenburg  County, 
was  elected  to  the  Board  in  1844  and  remained  on  its 
membership  until  his  death  in  1865,  some  years  after  his 
son,  Colonel  Henry  Stokes,  had  been  elected.  If  the  period 
of  fourteen  years  from  the  election  of  Mr.  Collin  Stokes 
to  the  election  of  his  son.  Colonel  Henry  Stokes,  be  added 
to  the  terms  of  Colonel  Henry  Stokes,  and  his  son,  Mr. 
Haynie  A.  Stokes,  we  have  the  imposing  period  of  seventy- 
five  years  of  continuous  service  by  father,  son,  and  grand- 
son, almost  one-half  the  entire  lifetime  of  the  College 
itself,  venerable  though  it  be. 

No  history  of  Prince  Edward  County  or  Southside 
Virginia,  would  be  complete  without  the  name  of  Stokes 
frequently  occurring.  The  family  was  among  the  fore- 
most in  this  section  of  the  State,  and  played  an  important 
part  in  its  affairs,  and  progress.  The  family's  immediate 
seat  before  coming  to  Prince  Edward,  was  the  adjoining 
County  of  Lunenburg,  where  those  of  the  same  name  still 
carry  on  and  uphold  the  family  record  of  character  and 
service. 

Colonel  Henry  Stokes 

COLONEL  HENRY  STOKES,  whose  father,  as  above 
stated,  was  Mr.  Collin  Stokes,  of  Lunenburg,  was 
born  in  Prince  Edward  County,  July  25,  1820,  his  father 
having  at  that  time  moved  from  Lunenburg,  though  he 
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afterwards  returned  to  the  former  county.  The  Colonel, 
however,  later  in  1854,  moved  back  to  Prince  Edward, 
where  he  started  out  for  himself  and  lived  until  his  death, 
first  at   "Mountain  House,"   and   then   at   "Westover," 

which  he  built  in  1883. 
"Westover"  is  located 
about  four  miles  from 
Farmville  and  was  one 
of  the  best  plantations 
in  this  section  of  the 
State.  Both  homes, 
situated  about  a  mile 
and  one-half  apart, 
were  on  lands  owned 
by  Colonel  Henry 
Stokes,  and  were  for- 
merly a  part  of  the 
estate  of  Peyton  Ran- 
dolph.

Colonel  Henry  Stokes 
was  educated  in  the 
primary  schools  of  Lunenburg  County  and  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia.  His  wife  was  Miss  Eliza  Hatchett  of 
Lunenburg,  who  survived  him  many  years. 

Colonel  Stokes  was  a  most  successful  planter,  and  under 
his  skillful  direction  his  farm  became  one  of  the  most 
productive  in  this  section  of  Virginia.  When  the  War 
between  the  States  broke  out.  Colonel  Stokes  was  com- 
missioned to  furnish  supplies  to  the  Confederate  forces. 
His  two  sons,  Collin  Stokes  and  Haynie  A.  Stokes,  then 
students  at  Hampden-Sydney,  left  school  to  join  the 
army  of  Northern  Virginia.  Of  the  Colonel's  seven  sons, 
six  were  students  at  Hampden-Sydney,  the  other  five 
being  Mr.  Edward  Cralle  Stokes,  of  Lunenburg,  Henry 
Stokes,  Jr.,  of  Blackstone,  both  now  dead,  W.  D.  M. 
Stokes,  and  Allen  Stokes  of  Farmville,  and  Llewellyn 
Stokes  of  Winchester,  all  but  Mr.  Allen  Stokes  having 
been  educated  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

Colonel  Stokes,  as  a  young  man,  was  Deputy  Sheriff 
of  Lunenburg  County  and  Colonel  of  Militia  before  making 
his  permanent  home  in  Prince  Edward.  He  was  a  man  of 
retiring  disposition  and  had  no  desire  for  public  office, 
but  at  the  same  time,  was  courageous  and  took  his  stand 
firmly  and  maintained  that  stand  with  directness  and 
without  evasion.  He  was  a  man  of  fine  judgment,  and 
his  advice  and  counsel  were  frequently  sought.  President 
Atkinson  of  Hampden-Sydney,  said  that  Colonel  Stokes' 
counsel  was  greatly  relied  on  by  the  other  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  was  exceedingly  fond  of 
reading,  and  well  informed. 
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During  the  trying  period  of  reconstruction,  he  played 
that  splendid  part  which  so  many  other  southern  gentle- 
men played  in  redeeming  the  country  from  the  blight  of 
camp-follower  and  carpet-bagger.  Colonel  Stokes  was 
also  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Prince  Edward 
Academy,  then  located  at  Worsham,  and  took  an  active 
interest  in  its  afTairs.  He  was  a  director  of  the  Planters 
Bank  of  Farmville,  for  many  years,  and  was  an  elder  in 
the  College  Church  at  Hampden-Sydney.  He  rests  in  the 
College  Cemetery  among  many  others  of  his  name,  who 
have  found  their  last  resting  place  there. 

Haynie  A.  Stokes,  Esq. 

HAYNIE  A.  STOKES  was  born  at  his  father's 
old  home  "Mountain  House,"  February  12,  1846, 
but  when  the  new  house  was  built  in  1883  at  "Westover," 
he  moved  there  and  lived  there  continuously  until  his 
death  in  September,  1919.  He  received  his  College 
training  at  Hampden-Sydney,  but  his  studies  were 
interrupted  when  the  War  between  the  States  broke  out, 
and  he  and  his  brother,  Collin,  also  a  student  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  promptly  entered  the  service  of  the  Confederacy. 
He  served  in  the  25th  Battalion,  heavy  artillery,  Army 
of  Northern  Virginia,  being  stationed  with  his  brother 
for  sometime  at  Chapin's  Bluff  and  at  Fort  Harrison. 
He  served  throughout  the  war  and  surrendered  with 
Lee  at  Appomattox. 


He  was  one  of  those  young  men  who  was  undaunted 
by  the  hand  of  desolation,  which  the  war  had  laid  upon 
Virginia,  but  set  out  at  once  to  build  up  that  which  had 
been  destroyed  and  faced  with  fortitude  the  impoverish- 
ment which  befell  this  entire  section.  He  became  a  most 
sucessful  planter  and  business  man,  and  for  many  years 
and  until  his  death,  was  president  of  the  Planters  Bank  of 
Farmville.  As  above  stated,  he  was  elected  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  June,  1900,  and  served 
on  that  body  until  his  death  at  "Westover,"  where  he  had 
resided  with  his  mother  continuously  from  the  death 
of  his  father.  Mr.  Stokes  was  never  married,  but,  with 
his  mother  as  the  mistress  of  their  old  home,  it  was  a 
gathering  place  for  his  brothers  and  their  families  as 
long  as  he  lived. 

Mr.  Stokes  was  a  loyal  friend  of  the  College  and  when, 
some  twenty-five  years  ago  its  financial  affairs  were 
precarious  and  a  campaign  was  put  on  for  funds  to  relieve 
the  situation,  he  was  one  of  the  most  willing  and  among 
the  largest  contributors.  Mr.  Stokes,  like  his  father,  was 
for  many  years  an  elder  in  the  College  Church  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney. Following  in  his  father's  footsteps,  he  was 
fond  of  reading  and  kept  himself  well  informed.  Again 
like  his  father  before  him,  he  had  no  ambition  for  political 
position,  but  preferred  to  serve  in  the  ranks,  though  his 
brother,  Mr.  Collin  Stokes,  was  at  one  time  a  member  of 
the  Virginia  Legislature.  The  College  Cemetery  is  his 
last  resting  place. 
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Robert  W.  Hughes 

IN  the  Confederate  Military  History,  Volume  3,  page 
949,  is  a  sketch  of  Robert  W.  Hughes,  who  became  an 
eminent  Judge  of  the  U.  S.  Court  for  the  Eastern  District 
of  Virginia.  This  sketch  was  written  during  the  life  time 
of  Judge  Hughes,  and  evidently  with  his  knowledge,  and 
with   the   essential   facts   gotten   from   him. 

It  is  stated  that  he  was  born  in  1 82 1  upon  an  estate 
known  as  Hughes'  Creek,  in  Powhatan  County,  Virginia. 

The  father  of  Judge  Hughes  was  Jesse  Hughes,  and 
it  is  stated  that  he  was  educated  at  Hampden-Sydney  and 
William  and  Mary.  He  appears  in  the  records  of  the 
College  of  William  and  Mary  as  being  of  the  class  of  1808, 
and  his  grandson.  Judge  Robert  M.  Hughes,  writes  me 
that  he  was  in  the  lower  law  class  that  year. 

He  must  therefore  have  been  at  Hampden-Sydney  for 
his  academic  training,  and  would  probably  have  been  at 
Hampden-Sydney  from  1803  to  1807.  It  seems  certain 
that  he  was  here  within  these  dates.  Our  framentary 
records  do  not  contain  his  name. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Sketch  of  Judge  Robert  W.  Hughes 
that  his  father,  Jesse,  after  leaving  college  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  law  and  in  managing  his  plantation.  He 
married  "Pretty  Bettie  Morton,"  who  was  said  to  have 
been  the  belle  of  the  college  in  her  day.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Captain  Hezekiah  Morton,  son  of  Captain 


John  Morton,  one  of  the  charter  trustees  of  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

Jessee  Hughes  and  his  wife,  Bettie,  were  stricken  with 
a  malignant  fever  and  died  when  Robert  W.  Hughes  was 
only  one  year  old.  This  must  have  been  in  the  year  1822 
or  1823. 

It  is  stated  in  the  sketch  that  when  General  Edward 
C.  Carrington  of  Halifax  County  heard  of  the  death  of 
Jesse  Hughes  and  his  wife  he  went  at  once  to  see  Captain 
Morton,  the  grandfather  of  the  infant  boy  and  persuaded 
him  to  allow  General  Carrington  to  take  little  Robert  and 
to  rear  and  educate  him;  and  this  was  done. 

A  very  interesting  part  of  this  statement  is  that 
General  Carrington  was  "an  intimate  college  friend  of 
Jesse  Hughes,"  and  that  it  was  because  of  this  intimacy 
that  he  asked  the  privilege  of  rearing  and  educating  the 
boy. 

Edward  C.  Carrington  was  not  at  William  and  Mary; 
at  least  there  is  no  record  of  his  having  been  there.  Nor  is 
there  any  record  of  his  having  been  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
but  the  probability  is  that  young  Carrington  and  young 
Hughes  took  their  academic  training  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  that  it  was  here  that  they  became  life-time 
friends. 

The  Registrar  at  the  College  of  William  and  Mary 
writes  me  that  there  is  no  record  of  the  attendance  of 
Edward  C.  Carrington  at  that  institution.  Judge  Robert 
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W.  Hughes  was  without  doubt  the  authority  for  the 
statement  that  his  father,  Jesse  Hughes,  and  Edward 
Carrington  were  intimate  college  friends;  and  it  is  proper 
to  assume  therefore  that  Edward  Carrington  was  at 
Hampden-Sydney  with  Jesse  Hughes.  Our  college  records, 
as  we  know,  are  very  defective  up  to  about  1825.  There 
are  for  example  only  two  names  known  in  each  of  the 
classes  of  1801,  1802,  and  1803;  only  three  known  in  the 
class  of  1807,  and  only  four  in  the  class  of  1809.  Edward 
Carrington's  name  does  not  appear  in  our  records. 

Edward  Codrington  Carrington,  son  of  Judge  Paul 
Carrington,  Jr.,  who  was  a  trustee  of  Hampden-Sydney 
1803-1814  was  born  January  4,  1790;  married  May  20, 
1820,  Eliza  Henry  Preston,  daughter  of  General  Francis 
Preston;  and  died  March  7,  1855.  He  was  a  trustee  of 
Hampden-Sydney  1 829-1 840. 

He  served  with  credit  in  the  War  of  1812  and  was 
made  Captain  for  gallant  conduct  at  Sackett's  Harbor 
where  he  was  badly  wounded.  The  General  Assembly  of 
Virginia  voted  him  a  sword.  In  a  letter  written  by  Judge 
Paul  Carrington,  Sr.,  February  I,  1814,  to  a  niece,  appears 
the  following  statement  about  his  grandson  Edward: 
"He  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  raising  recruits  for  the 
approaching  campaign.  The  Life  of  a  Soldier  will  certainly 
be  Edwards  choice,  so  long  as  an  enemy  to  his  Country 
is  to  be  found,  and  will  continue  in  the  service  of  his 
Country  so  long  as  his  services  may  be  found  needful." 


Joseph  Scott,  Jr. 


The  Scotts  originally  came  from  Scotland.  The  elder 
Joseph  Scott  served  in  the  American  Revolutionary  War 
as  Second  Lieutenant  (1775),  First  Lieutenant  (1776), 
Regimental  Adjutant  (1776),  Captain  (1777),  Brigadier 
Major  to  General  Muhlenberg,  August  28,  1777,  wounded 
Germantown,  October  4,  1777,  Brevet  A/lajor  1783, 
transferred  to  5th  Virginia  Regiment  1781  and  served 
to  close  of  War. 

Joseph  Scott,  Sr.,  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  William 
Mayo  of  (now)  Powhatan  County,  who  helped  Colonel 
Byrdrun  the  dividing  line  between  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina.  Mayo  had  married  Frances,  the  daughter  of 
Enoch  Gould,  a  leading  merchant  of  the  Barbadoes, 
where  he  had  been  banished  for  taking  part  in  the  Mon- 
mouth Rebellion  in  1685. 

Major  Joseph  Scott  lived  in  Amelia  before  moving  to 
Campbell  County,  and  his  son  Joseph,  Jr.,  born  1752, 
married  1778,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Edward  and  Henrica 
Booker  of  Halifax  County.  Children  of  this  marriage 
were  Elizabeth,  Judith,  Sarah,  Nancy,  Edward  Booker, 
Joseph  and  Jack.  The  latter  married  Sarah  Monrow 
and  moved  to  Halifax  near  Brookneal,   and  had  issue. 

Joseph  Scott,  Jr.,  was  also  an  officer  in  the  Revolution- 
ary War,  commissioned  in  the  1st  Virginia  Regiment  as 
Second  Lieutenant  May  i,  1777,  under  Captain  Thomas 
Nelson;  First  Lieutenant  September  11,  1777;  Captain 
May  12,  1780,  and  served  until  close  of  war.  Both  records 
taken    from    Hartman's    Historical    Register. 

Joseph  Scott,  Jr.,  equipped  a  company  at  his  own 
expense  and  it  is  stated  that  this  account  has  never  been 
settled  but  is  still  a  matter  of  record  on  the  books  in 
Washington.//^  left  Hampden-Sydney  College  to  enter 
the  army.  His  picture  is  in  the  Congressional  Library 
in  Washington. 


Joseph  Jr.'s  son,  Jack  Scott,  was  an  old  man  at  the 
time  of  the  Civil  War,  and  died  shortly  after  Lee's  sur- 
render. He  was  a  man  of  small  statute  and  used  to  ride 
to  Lynchburg  to  visit  his  son  Charles.  After  the  surrender 
a  few  straggling  yankees  raided  his  home  near  Brookneal, 
Va.  All  valuables  had  been  hidden  in  a  pot  under  a  floor. 
The  yankee  soldiers  in  trying  to  discover  valuables  tied 
him  to  a  tree  in  the  yard  and  in  the  presence  of  his  wife 
and  slaves  gave  him  a  terrible  flogging.  A  negro  man  who 
thought  he  was  dead  betrayed  the  hiding  place  and  then 
ran  away  in  Jack  Scott's  best  suit.  The  remains  of  the 
tree  to  which  he  was  tied  were  still  visible  in  1926.  A 
flint  lockgun  with  gold  trimmings  was  stolen  by  the  yankee 
soldiers.  After  they  left,  neighbors  pursued  them  and 
overtook  them  near  Danville.  A  companion  to  this  gun, 
both  of  which  were  taken  by  Joseph  Scott  from  a  British 
officer,  is  now  in  possession  of  J.  J.  Scott,  Lynchburg,  Va. 

Here,  then,  is  another  alumnus  of  our  first  class  at 
Hampden-Sydney;  and  like  the  others  thus  far  known, 
he  became  a  distinguished  officer  in  the  War  of  the 
Revolution. 


Through  Centuries  Three 

DR.  W.  H.  T.  SQUIRES,  '95

TT  is  unusual  for  a  newspaper  to  use  the  editorial  column  s 
-'-  in  which  to  commend  a  book  to  its  readers;  but  we 
feel  justified  in  doing  so  in  this  instance. 

Virginia  is  always  proud  of  her  authors  when  they 
make  good.  Among  those  who  are  now  coming  to  the 
front,  and  are  attracting  favorable  attention,  is  Dr. 
W.  H.  T.  Squires  of  Norfolk.  Last  year  he  produced 
"Days  of  Yester-Year";  it  attracted  and  continues  to 
attract  favorable  attention.  It  was  written  with  great 
charm,  and  one  loves  to  go  back  and  reread  some  of  his 
delightful  touches. 

During  the  recent  holidays  appeared  "Through 
Centuries  Three,"  by  the  same  author — a  fresh,  com- 
prehensive, individual,  independent  treatment  of  many 
of  the  salient  features  of  Virginia  history  from  1607  to 
the  present.  There  is  not  an  uninteresting  page  in  the 
book;  there  is  not  a  bitter  note  in  it;  and  there  is  no  weak 
sentimentality  in  it.  There  are  times  in  one's  reading 
when  it  is  hard  to  keep  back  tears;  there  are  other  times 
when  one  has  a  hearty  chuckle  over  some  golden  gleam 
of  humor;  there  are  times  when  one  questions  the  accu- 
racy of  a  statement,  and  then  looks  it  up,  to  find  that 
the  author  has  been  exceedingly  careful. 

And  one  of  the  best  features  about  the  book  is  that 
you  will  not  agree  with  all  of  it — that  independent  view- 
point which,  with  or  without  reason,  runs  counter  to 
what  you  have  always  believed. 

It  is  encouraging  also  to  see  that  Virginia  publishers 
are  putting  forth  books  which  in  mechanical  finish  are 
equal  to  the  best  that  can  be  produced  by  publishers  in 
the  north  and  east.  This  is  one  of  them. 

We  unhesitatingly  commend  "Through  Centuries 
Three"  to  our  thoughtful  readers;  and  we  predict  that 
those  who  have  an  intimate  knowledge  of  Virginia  history 
will  be  surprised  to  learn  how  many  things  of  real  im- 
portance they  did  not  know  until  they  read  the  book. 
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Editorial  Comment 


PRAISE  FROM  NEW  YORK 

WE  TAKE  the  liberty  of  reproducing  an  editorial 
which  appeared  in  the  Times-Dispatch  on  January  7, 
1930,  feeling  that  it  will  be  of  interest  to  the  Alumni  of  the 
College  to  see  that  the  work  of  Col.  Bryan  Conrad  is  ap- 
preciated. Col.  Conrad  has  made  a  number  of  visits  to  the 
College  while  engaged  in  this  work.  It  is  felt  that  the 
editorial  in  question  cannot  be  improved  upon  in  stressing 
the  importance  of  the  work  which  Col.  Conrad  has  done 
along  with  Dr.  H.  J.  Eckenrode,  but 
the  editors  do  wish  to  heartily  endorse 
this  editorial  and  pay  tribute  to  the 
distinguished  son  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College. 

"Dr.  H.  J.  Eckenrode  and  Col.  Bryan 
Conrad  may  be  pardoned  for  patting 
themselves  on  the  back  for  the  remarkably 
good  \vork  they  have  done  in  marking  the 
historic  spots  of  Virginia.  What  they  have 
done,  and  are  doing,  has  proved  to  be  one 
of  the  great  drawing  cards  for  tourists. 
Americans  on  a  holiday  find  it  more  de- 
lightful than  ever  to  travel  through  the 
state,  now  that  its  hundreds  of  places  of 
interest  are  mapped  out  and  properly 
identified. 

"The  New  York  Times,  in  an  editorial 
under  the  title  of  "History  on  Wheels," 
comments  at  length  on  the  idea  of  a  book- 
let in  which  appear  the  numbers  of  all  the 
markers  and  the  inscriptions  they  carry. 

"  'The  passing  tourists,'  it  notes,  'does 
not  even  have  to  slow  down,  but  may  take 
his  history  on  the  run,  just  as  he  takes  his 
Europe  on  the  quantitative  principle,  ;.  e., 
so  many  miles  of  picture  galleries,  so  many 
dozen  cathedrals,  so  many  castles  or  ruins. 
Virginia  has  made  the  process  even  easier 
than  has  Europe  by  avoiding  the  language 
barrier  (save  for  New  Yorkers)  and  by 
looking  on  motorists  as  human  beings 
rather  than  as  prey.' 

"  'The  signs  will  be  welcomed — even 
by  those  who  take  them  at  the  speed  limit.  The  principle  is  one 
which  has  only  recently  been  applied  outside  of  Massachusetts,  and 
which  deserves  emulation  throughout  the  country.  In  all  fairness  to 
Virginia  it  must  be  said  that  many  tourists  from  the  North  have 
refused  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  taking  the  signs  by 
the  numbers  and  have,  instead,  not  only  slowed  down,  but  have 
stopped  and  studied  and  visited  with  delight  and  profit.  So  well 
has  Virginia  done  the  marking  that  she  has  succeeded  where  others 
have  failed.' 

"  'More  remarkable  than  the  vast  amount  of  work  which  has 
been  done  is  the  fact  that  it  has  been  done  so  accurately.  So  far  as 
we  have  heard,  no  one  has  challenged  a  single  inscription  on  these 
markers.  Dr.  Eckenrode  and  Col.  Conrad  have  gone  about  their 
task  with  painstaking  care.  History  to  them  is  a  sacred  thing,  with 
which  no  liberties  mav  be  taken.  They  are  certain  always  of  their 
ground  before  they  approve  finally  any  inscription.  Whether  the 
tourist  takes  his  history  on  the  fly  or  in  leisurely  jaunts,  he  may  be 
sure  he  is  getting  real  history.' 

"  'In  facilitating  and  encouraging  the  restoration  of  the  old 
houses  and  gardens  in  Virginia,'  the  editorial  concludes,  'the  people 
of  that  state  are  doing  a  service  for  the  rest  of  the  country.  There 
is  in  Virginia  so  much  beauty  and  so  much  of  historic  interest  that 
others  should  be  permitted  to  share  in  it.  The  historic  signs  will 
help  in  this — even  though  they  be  so  arranged  that  he  who  rides 
may  read'."

UNREQUITED  BENEFACTORS 

DESIRE  for  public  recognition  and  to  have  one's  name 
associated  with  some  worthy  cause  as  a  prime  mover 
in  that  cause,  whether  by  enegertic  support  or  from  financial 
aid,  seems  to  be  a  deeprooted  human  trait.  Various  endow- 
ments or  foundations  are  standing  examples.  Moreover,  the 
motive,  in  most  cases,  is  a  high  one,  but  the  praise  and 
publicity  which  come  to  the  benefactor  are,  as  a  rule,  by 
no  means  distasteful.  Strange  to  say,  notwithstanding  this 
fact,  we  find  men  giving  sums  of  fifty, 
one  hundred  and  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  to  some  heavily  en- 
dowed educational  institution,  which 
institution  considers  such  sums  mere 
bagatelles  when  they  are  receiving 
gifts  which  run  into  the  millions,  so 
that  the  donor  of  these  relatively 
small  gifts  under  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  is  lost  in  the  mass 
and  his  name  is  probably  known 
only  to  the  institution,  and  such 
a  thing  as  praise  and  recognition 
by  the  public  is  out  of  the  question. 
Considering  this  situation,  a  man  who 
would  give  from  fifty  to  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  to  Hampden-Sydney 
would  relatively  do  a  much  more 
valuable  and  constructive  piece  of 
work  for  the  cause  of  education  than 
if  he  gave  twice  or  three  times  such 
amounts  to  one  of  our  great  uni- 
versities, and  certainly  his  name  would 
be  written  high  among  those  who  had 
come  to  the  aid  of  the  college  and, 
moreover,  would  be  accorded  at  the 
hands  of  the  public  a  recognition 
equal  to  what  the  contributor  of 
several  millions  to  one  of  the  great 
institutions  would  receive. 
To  those — and  there  are  many  of  them — who  feel  the 
urge  to  do  something  worthwhile  for  the  education  of  our 
youth  in  the  line  of  liberal  arts,  Hampden-Sydney  presents 
an  unusual  opportunity.  It  was  founded  more  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  years  ago,  by  leading  men,  not  only  of  the 
state,  but  of  the  nation.  It  has  maintained  a  high  standard 
without  interruption  throughout  this  entire  period.  It  has 
contributed  to  the  citizenship  of  the  state  and  nation  that 
which  is  far  out  of  proportion  to  its  size.  It  needs  additional 
endowment  in  order  to  carry  on  and  expand  its  great  work. 
It  presents  everything  needed  for  the  ideal  small  college  except 
certain  additional  buildings  and  added  endowment.  It  should 
make  the  strongest  sort  of  appeal  to  men  of  means  who  wish 
to  have  their  names  emblazoned  on  the  tablet  which  the 
world  has  made  for  great  benefactors. 


THE  STILL  SMALL  COLLEGE 

DURING  the  past  few  years  in  which  there  has  been  a 
complete  readjustment  in  almost  every  branch  of  our 
complicated  life,  no  cross  section  of  that  life  has  been  more 
greatly  affected  than  that  of  education;  and,  while  it  is  an 
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age  of  large  industrial,  financial  and  other  business  combina- 
tions, there  has  been  a  growing  feeling  that  an  educational 
institution's  vastness  is  a  let  and  hindrance  rather  than  an 
advance;  so  that  such  institutions  as  the  University  of  Wis- 
consin, Harvard,  Princeton  and  others,  recognizing  this 
fact,  are  splitting  up  into  small  groups.  While  still  retaining 
a  central  administration,  the  institution  itself  is  split  up 
into  a  number  of  small  colleges  practically  independent, 
whose  matricutates  do  not  exceed  three  hundred  students. 
The  result  is  that  while  a  few  years  ago  it  was  stated  that 
the  days  of  the  small  college  were  over,  it  now  appears  that 
this,  is  of  all  times,  the  day  of  the  small  college.  In  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  we  have  the  small  college  ready  made.  In  the 
great  universities,  they  are  trying  to  unscramble  the  eggs  and 
return  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  small  college,  by  this  system 
of  making  many  colleges  out  of  one  large  one.

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Two  Recent  Books  from  the  Pen 
of  Dr.  H.  I.  Brock,  '95 

SINCE  the  last  issue  of  The  Record  went  to  press, 
two  books  from  the  pen  of  H.  I.  Brock,  A.  B.,  honor 
graduate  of  the  Class  of  1895,  B.  S.  and  M.  A.  of  the 
Class  of  1896,  have  come  from  the  hands  of  the  publishers. 
The  first,  which  came  out  just  before  Christmas,  presents 
a  picture  of  New  York  as  it  is,  under  the  title  New  York 
Is  Like  This.  It  is  from  the  press  of  Dodd,  Meade  and 
Company.  The  book  is  a  handsome  volume  and  Mr. 
Brock  has  had  as  his  collaborator,  J.  W.  Golinkin,  who 
has  embellished  the  book  profusely  with  striking  illustra- 
tions. Mr.  Golinkin  is  a  most  skillful  artist  and  in  his 
selection  of  scenes,  buildings,  and  gatherings  in  the  city, 
has  showed  remarkable  discrimination. 

Mr.  Brock  has  been  on  the  staff  of  the  New  York 
Times  for  more  than  twenty-five  years.  Perhaps  no  man 
in  New  York  knows  the  city  better  and  this  knowledge 
is  brought  to  bear  in  this  really  illuminating  book  on  the 
physical  New  York  as  well  as  on  the  life  of  its  teeming 
millions. 

Though  the  book  presents  a  picture  of  New  York  as 
it  is  to-day,  the  author  weaves  into  it  a  great  deal  of  the 
history  of  the  city  from  the  date  of  its  founding  by  the 
sturdy  Dutch,  and  shows  a  remarkable  understanding 
and  appreciation  of  its  development.  To  one  who  is  at 
.all  familiar  with  the  city,  the  picture  which  he  draws 
brings  back  street  and  park,  bridge  and  tower  with  a 
vividness  which  causes  the  reader  to  feel  a  personal 
satisfaction  in  being  able  to  say:  "I  have  been  there 
and  it  is  just  as  he  says,"  or  "this  description  of  a  night 
club  is  just  as  I  saw  it."  To  one  who  has  never  been  to 
New  York,  this  book  will  prove  an  invaluable  guide  and 
cause  the  reader  to  contemplate  his  projected  visit  with 
a  greater  keeness.  It  is  filled  with  discriminating  and 
sometimes  amusing  observations  and  comments  drawn 
from  the  long  and  wide  experience  of  this  veteran  news- 
paper man. 

The  other  book,  which  was  placed  on  sale  on  the  7th 
of  March  and  is  from  the  Ives-Washburn  Publishing 
Company,  is  entitled  Meddlers — Uplifting  Moral  Up- 
lifiers.  As  its  title  indicates,  it  treats  with  that  class  of 
persons  or  organizations  who  take  it  upon  themselves 
to  prescribe  the  rules  and  regulations  by  which  other 
people  should  live  and  conduct  themselves.  Naturally, 
a  good  deal  of  attention  is  paid  to  the  professional  pro- 
hibitionists and  their  names  are  called  boldly  and  without 
hesitation.  Inasmuch  as  prohibition  is  perhaps  the  most 
controversal  subject  that  this  country,  at  least,  has  ever 
been  afflicted  with,  the  meddler  in  this  field  receives 
greater  attention,  perhaps,  than  in  any  other.  But  Mr. 
Brock  has  been  no  respecter  of  persons.  His  own,  the 
newspaper  craft,  proves  no  exception.  Churches,  societies, 
and  other  organizations  such  as  the  Methodist  Board  of 
Prohibition,  Temperance  and  Public  Morals,  the  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  come  in  for  discus- 
sion. The  book  is  indeed  timely,  because  the  tendency  of 
self-appointed  people  and  organizations  to  regulate  affairs 
and  take  upon  themselves  extra  governmental  functions 
has  come  to  such  a  pass  that  many  people  feel  that  some- 
thing should  be  done  to  curb  this  objectionable  inter- 
ference. Again  Mr.  Brock's  comprehensive  and  varied 
experience  as  a  newspaper  man  makes  him  peculiarly 
fitted  to  treat  this  subject.  The  book  is  interesting  and 


instructive  throughout  and  at  his  particular  time,  should 
be  widely  read. 

Mr.  Brock  is  the  son  of  the  late  Dr.  Henry  C.  Brock. 
Incidently,  he  had  his  mind  directed  to  the  journalistic 
field  from  his  work  on  the  College  magazine  and  on  the 
Kaleidoscope,  having  been  on  the  staff  of  both  of  these 
publications  during  the  greater  part  of  his  years  as  a  student 
at  Hampden-Sydney,  and  at  one  time  the  Editor-in- 
Chief  of  both. 


From  the  Dean's  Office

THE  grades  for  the  first  term,  which  ended  January 
28th,  were  the  best  that  have  ever  come  into  the 
office  of  the  present  dean;  and  are  probably  the  best 
in  the  history  of  the  College;  though  some  may  think 
that  perhaps  better  grades  were  made  back  in  the  "good 
old  days."

The  College  Library  received  as  a  Christmas  present  from  its 
gifted  author,  Tlirouijh  Centuries  Three:  A  Short  History  of  the 
People  of  J'irginia.  This  is  the  latest  of  the  major  writings  of  Rev. 
W.  H.  T.  Squires,  M.  A.,  D.  D.,  1895,  author  of  the  Days  of  Y ester- 
Year  in  Colony  and  Commonwealth,  Peregrine  Papers,  IV ho  Am  I, 
Areadie  Days,  Rise  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Tidewater  Vir- 
e/inia  and  other  papers.  Dr.  Squires  in  his  graceful  and  attractive 
style  dedicates  the  book  to  his  grandfather,  William  Henry  Tappy. 

The  volume  is  large,  containing  605  pages  besides  many  beau- 
tilul  illustrations — places  of  interest  and  men  of  distinction.  There 
are  seven  grand  divisions,  called  "Books,"  which  are  subdivided  into 
128  sections.    The  titles  of  the  "Books"  are: 

I.  Futule  Efforts  (to  1607);  2.  The  Plantation  (1607-1689); 
3.  The  Dominion  (1689-1776)  ;  4.  Virginia  Leadership  (1776-1825)  ; 
S.  Leadership  Lost  (1825-1865);  6.  Struggle  for  Existence  (1865- 
1898);  7.  Struggle  for  Industrial   Supremacy   (1898 ). 

The  method  of  treatment  is  largely  annalistic,  the  sequence  of 
events  being  traced  through  the  long  line  of  governors.  Colonial  and 
State,  much  biographical  material  and  valuable  footnotes  being 
added.  We  recommend  this  beautiful  contribution  to  sons  of 
Virginia  and  to  all  interested  in  its  glorious  past  and  its  bright 
future.

He,  for  a  number  of  years,  has  been  head  of  a 
clothing  and  furniture  company  in  Kenbridge,  Virginia.  Recently 
he  has  accepted  the  position  of  Superintendent  of  Buildings  and 
Grounds  at  the  State  Teachers'  College  in  Farmville.  Mr.  Graham 
is  the  son  of  Mr.  Samuel  Lyle  Graham,  1862,  one  of  the  "H.-S. 
Boys"  and  long  Division  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Mecklenburg 
County,  Virginia.  He  is  also  nephew  of  our  old  friend.  Dr.  Victor 
M.  Eppes,   18S1,  and  is  thus  to  the  Hampden-Sydney  manner  born.

Mr.  Hawes  is  a  trained  lawyer,  and  his  argument  in  favor  of 
the  training  which  was  given  by  the  old  curriculum  is  cogent  and 
convincing  and  conclusive.  "In  short,  mutual  and  spiritual  worth, 
good  citizenship,  love,  honesty,  goodness,  mercy  and  truth  can  come 
only  through  the  medium  of  an  enlightened  mind  and  cannot  be 
taught  by  a  college  chair  of  ethical  technique  or  dogmatic  propa- 
ganda .  .  .  such  as  is  suggested  ...  as  a  substitute  for  the  old 
curriculum.  Let  us  not  turn  our  temples  of  education  into  stables 
reeking  with  mammonish  pollution,  but  let  us,  rather,  cast  out  the 
money  changers  so  that  wisdom  once  more  may  preside  therein 
supreme.  .  .  .  Lest  we  forget  that  though,  perforce,  we  must  make 
a  living,  yet,  than  that,  more  serious  things  remain." 

We  wish  this  striking  and  timely  article  might  have  a  wide 
circulation.

In  his  valuable  "Notes  on  Southside  Virginia,"  Walter  A. 
Watson,  1887,  makes  the  statement  that  Dr.  Theodorick  B.  Pryor, 
Class  of  1826,  had  said  that  Everard  Eggleston  came  to  Hampden- 
Sydney,  and  that  Governor  William  B.  Giles,  Class  of  1779,  brought 
him  up  from  Amelia  County  "in  the  foot  of  his  sulky." 

Owing  to  our  defective  records,  the  name  of  Everard  Eggleston 
is  not  found  among  our  list  of  students.  He  was  born  at  "Egglestet- 
ton,"  the  home  of  his  father.  Major  Joseph  Eggleston,  near  Amelia 
Court  House,  on  July  6,  1798.  It  may  be  supposed  that  he  entered 
Hampden-Sydney  when  he  was  16,  and  if  so,  he  was  of  the  Class  of 
1 81 8,  of  which  we  have  only  eight  names  extant.  How  long  he  was 
here,  and  whether  he  graduated,   I  have  not  yet  discovered. 

On  September  20,  1820,  he  married  Martha  Judith  Cocke, 
daughter  of  William  A.  Cocke  and  his  wife,  C.  M.  W.  Ronald. 
Everard  Eggleston  led  the  life  of  a  planter,  lived  at  the  old  home, 
and  died  June  6,  1S57.  He  is  buried  at  old  Grubhill  Church  in 
Amelia  County. 

Joseph  Eggleston  graduated  with  honors  at  William  and  Mary 
in  1776  and  entered  the  War  of  the  Revolution  and  became  a  Major 
in  Lee's  Legion.  He  was  an  ardent  advocate  of  independence,  and 
it  can  be  easily  understood  why  he  sent  his  son  to  Hampden-Sydney. 

In  Virginia,  now,  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  is  ex 
officio  Secretary  to  the  Governor.  This  position  is  now  filled  by 
Col.  Peter  Saunders,  1913,  who  has  been  Secretary  to  three  Governors 
— Trinkle,  Byrd   and  Pollard. 

President  Eggleston  was  recently  elected  President  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Society,  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution.  Of  this  Society, 
Judge  Don  P.  Halsey  is  second  Vice  President  and  Dr.  W.  H.  T. 
Squires  is  Historian. 

Henry  Thompson  Holladay,  1922,  is  now  Head  Master  of  Saint 
Paul's  School,  Baltimore,  Maryland.  He  was  employed  last  fall  as 
instructor  in  the  School.  When  the  Head  Master  recently  resigned, 
Mr.  Holladay  was  offered  the  position  and  he  now  is  occupying  the 
seats  of  the  mighty.  The  School  is  under  the  direct  control  of  Saint 
Paul's  Church,  in  Baltimore;  it  furnishes  the  choir  boys  for  the 
Church  and  at  the  same  time  provides  school  privileges  for  those 
in  moderate  circumstances  at  small  cost.  We  trust  that  the  oppor- 
tunity and  the  man  have  met.

Mr.  Emmett  Robertson,  1866,  a  Confederate  veteran,  died  at 
Crewe,  Nottoway  County,  Virginia,  March  30,  1909. 

A  correspondent  has  kindly  made  the  following  statement  about 
George  Hamilton  Zell,  1897:  "He  was  accidentally  killed  (instantly) 
by  the  discharge  of  an  automatic  pistol.  May  20,  1909.  He  was 
in  the  Prudential  Life  Insurance  Company  and  had  just  been 
advanced  to  an  agency.  He  had  been  living  at  Williamstown,  New 
Jersey,  and  was  about  to  move  to  a  more  convenient  place  for  his 
work.    He  left  a  widow   (now  remarried)   and  one  son,  Stanley  Zell." 

John  Chambers  Weeks,  1887,  investment  banker,  bond  dealer 
and  breeder  of  Fox  Terriers,  died  in  York,  Pennsylvania,  September 
17,  1929. 

Rev.  Charles  Calvin  Weaver,  1894,  recently  died  at  his  home  in 
Texas. 

In  The  Record  for  January  last,  we  had  occasion  to  refer  to 
our  old  friend.  Col.  Samuel  W.  Paulette,  of  Farmville,  as  a  recent 
participant  in  the  ceremony  of  the  marriage  of  his  son.  Shortly 
after  that  notice  went  to  press,  the  "Old  Reb,"  as  he  called  himself, 
went   to   his  reward,   January   10,    1930. 

His  had  been  a  busy,  a  colorful,  and  a  useful  life.  Born  in 
Farmville,  October  24,  1845,  th*  Colonel  was  in  his  85th  year,  and 
until  quite  recently  he  had  shown  no  signs  of  the  ravages  of  time — - 
his  health  good,  his  step  quick  and  firm,  his  mind  alert.  His  parents 
were  Richard  S.  Paulette  and  H.  P.  (Clarke)  Paulette — both  widely 
known  and  influential  in  Farmville's  business,  social  and  religious 
circles.  Not  yet  sixteen  years  of  age,  the  boy  entered  the  Confederate 
Army  in  April,  1861,  serving  in  Company  F,  i8th  Virginia  Regi- 
ment,  Hunton's  Brigade,   Pickett's   Division,   Longstreet's   Corps. 

Thrice  wounded — at  Second  Manassas,  at  Gettysburg  and  at 
Sailor's  Creek;  a  prisoner  at  Fort  McHenry,  at  Fort  Delaware  and 
at  Point  Lookout;  he  went  through  all  the  experiences  of  a  soldier, 
but  he  emerged  from  them  all  without  bitterness  of  spirit  though 
fully  assured  that  he  was  right  in  espousing  the  Southern  cause. 
For  many  years  he  had  been  prominent  in  all  organizations  of 
Confederate  veterans ;  was  past  Grand  Commander  of  the  U.  C.  V. 
of  Virginia  and  Quarter-Master  General  of  the  United  Confederate 
Veterans.  He  was,  too,  a  leader  of  the  Masonic  Order,  eighteen 
times  Past  Master  of  Lodge  No.  41,  A.  F.  k  A.  M.,  and  Past 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master.  He  had  served  Farmville  as  mayor 
and   councilman   and   was   an   outstanding   man   in   business. 

Six  stalwart  sons  were  the  active  pall-bearers  while  more  than 
fifty  of  his  prominent  friends  served  as  honorary  pall-bearers.  The 
community  has  lost  a  public-spirited  citizen,  the  Confederacy  a 
devoted  adherent  and  his  intimates  a  loyal  friend.  A  veteran's  son 
writes:  "The  gallant  captain  has  gone;  few  of  those  who  wore  the 
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stainless  gray  are  left  to  carr\'  on,  but  his  memory  will  live  and 
be  an  inspiration  to  the  sons  and  grandsons  of  the  men  of  that 
matchless  army  whom  he  has  now  gone  to  join." 

Harris  Tinker  Donnan,  1882,  died  in  Petersburg,  Virginia, 
July  23,   1925. 

Dennis  Hamilton  Willcox,  A.  B.,  1902,  died  August  12,  1921. 
He  was  a  lawjer  of  fine  legal  attainments. 

John  Calvin  Rice,  1885,  died  some  years  ago  at  the  Stuart 
Circle  Hospital,  in  Richmond,  Virginia.  For  years  he  had  lived  at 
Jeffries,  Virginia,  where  he  was  the  agent  for  the  Southern  Railway 
and  also  engaged  in  farming.  His  wife  was  Miss  Dora  Crawford, 
of  Charlotte  County,  Virginia.  His  children  were  Mercer,  Carrie, 
Thelma,   Pressley,    Harrison,   Carlyle,    Catherine    and   Mrs.   Blalock. 

Dr.  John  Thompson  Graham,  1887,  died  in  a  hospital  in 
Roanoke,  Virginia,  December  16,  1929.  He  was  a  leading  physician 
in  his  home  town  of  Wytheville  and  for  eight  years  was  a  member 
of  the  House  of  Delegates.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  one  son,  Dr. 
Charles  Fox  Graham,  1912.  At  college  Dr.  Graham  was  a  member 
of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Fraternity,  and  he  held  membership  in 
several  medical  societies. 

George  G.  Richmond,  1865,  died  at  his  home  in  Concord,  North 
Carolina,  December  18,  1929,  aged  85.  In  early  life.  Concord,  North 
Carolina,  was  his  home  where  he  held  public  office  and  was  engaged 
in  the  insurance  business.  Later  he  moved  to  Bedford,  Virginia, 
where  he  resided  until  he  retired  from  active  business.  He  then 
returned  to  Concord.  He  left  a  widow  and  six  children — Mrs.  G. 
L.  Bernhardt  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Seigle,  of  Lenoir,  North  Carolina,  and 
Mrs.  C.  L.  White,  Miss  Willie  Richmond,  L.  M.  Richmond  and 
G.  H.  Richmond,  of  Concord. 

We  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Mrs.  Flora  Siler  Campbell, 
which  occured  in  Charleston,  West  Virginia,  on  December  20,  1929. 
Mrs.  Campbell  was  the  widow  of  the  Rev.  H.  C.  V.  Campbell, 
1887,  and  was  the  mother  of  Hugh  Siler  Campbell,  1916.  Interment 
was  made  at  Gerardstown,  West  Virginia,  the  old  home  of  the 
Campbell   family. 

Mrs.  Eloisa  Baker  Alexander,  widow  of  Rev.  James  H. 
Alexander,  died  at  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  P.  R.  Allen,  of 
Asheville,  North  Carolina,  September  30,  1929,  in  her  eighty-ninth 
year.  She  was  buried  in  the  West  View  Cemetery  in  Atlanta. 
Among  other  children  she  left  J.  Harry  Alexander,  1894,  a  leading 
business  man  of  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

James  Frances  Rice,  1887,  B.  L.,  Washington  and  Lee  Uni- 
versity, died  of  apoplexy  in  Anderson,  South  Carolina,  February  23, 
1923.  He  received  his  preparatory  training  at  the  old  Prince  Edward 
Academy,  while  Dr.  Thomas  Wharey  was  principal  of  that  school. 
Mr.  Rice  held  an  enviable  position  at  the  bar  of  Anderson,  and  was 
once  a  candidate  for  nomination  to  a  seat  in  the  United  States 
Senate,   being   defeated    in    a   three-cornered    Democratic   primary. 

John  Calvin  Rice,  A.  B.,  1885,  an  elder  brother  of  Hon.  J.  F. 
Rice,  mentioned  above,  died  August  7,  1918.  He,  too,  was  a  product 
of  the  Prince  Edward  Academy — while  Prof.  James  R.  Thornton 
was  in  charge.  He  taught  for  three  years,  then  studied  telegraph)', 
and  was  railroad  agent  at  Five  Forks  and  later  at  Jeffries,  (See 
Record,  January,  1930,  for  statement  as  to  family.) 

A  correspondent  reports  the  death  of  William  Louis  Anderson, 
1867.  No  details  are  given.  He  was  a  Confederate  veteran  and  for 
a  time  was  engaged  in  farming  at  Yolo,  California. 

Walter  Laurie  Martin,  1874,  was  born  near  Moffett's  Creek, 
Virginia,  August  18,  1853,  and  died  December  9,  1929.  He  married 
October  28,  1891,  Miss  Jane  McNutt,  of  Prince  Edward  County, 
Virginia,  who  survives  with  six  sons  and  three  daughters.  "He  was 
an  ideal  citizen  ...  a  Christian  gentleman  and  a  faithful  church- 
man." 

Rev.  Thomas  Semmes  Forbes,  1878,  reports  that  Howard  Ruther- 
ford Walker,  1875,  has  been  dead  for  several  years.  Mr.  Walker 
was  a  minister  in  the  Episcopal   Church. 

William  Henry  Campbell,  A.  B.,  B.  S.,  1890,  late  of  Bluefield, 
West  Virginia,  is  reported  dead.  (Information  given  by  Clarence 
Trinkle,  Esq.) 

Dr.  Edmund  George  Lind,  1888,  died  in  Greenville,  Delaware, 
July  19,  :9ii.  Before  coming  to  Hampden-Sydney,  Dr.  Lind  was 
a  pupil  in  Prince  Edward  Academy  while  Dr.  Thomas  Wharey  was 
principal. 


Alexander  Francis  Robertson,  1889,  is  reported  as  dead — no 
date  given. 

Edward  Houston  Wanchope,  1897,  died  of  typhoid  fever  in 
1912  in  Clinton,  Oklahoma. 

Fletcher  Cowles  Campbell,  1896,  died  in  Texas  in  1929.  His 
wife  was  Miss  Mabel  Hutcheson,  of  Charlotte  Court  House,  Vir- 
ginia— a  sister  of  Judge  R.  F.  Hutcheson,  of  this  circuit. 

ROBERT  EDWARD   STOKES,    1890 

Robert  Edward  Stokes,  of  "Linwood,"  Prince  Edward  County, 
Virginia — son  of  Capt.  Richard  Stokes  and  Sarah  Cralle,  his  wife — 
was  born  February  6,  1869,  and  died  in  Farmville,  Virginia,  January 
22,  1930.  Between  these  dates  stretched  a  life  of  unselfishness,  of 
activity,  and  of  usefulness.  If  filial  devotion  and  fraternal  solicitude 
merit  praise,  then  praise  in  full  measure  is  due  "Bob"  Stokes. 

His  preparatory  school  training  was  received  at  the  old  Prince 
Edward  Academy,  at  Washam,  Virginia,  where  he  had  as  school 
mates  many  boys  of  bright  promise  who  later,  as  men,  abundantly 
fulfilled  that  promise.  Young  Stokes  entered  Hampden-Sydney 
College  with  the  Class  of  1890,  but  his  father's  death  made  it 
necessary  for  him  to  give  up  his  college  life  and  he  returned  home 
to  be  the  stay  and  the  protector  of  his  mother  and  younger  sisters. 
About  that  home  and  its  inmates  his  affections  twined  and  there 
his  interest  centered.  The  sisters  all  married;  his  dear  mother  died 
after  being  nursed  and  shielded  by  the  son's  loving  care  and  un- 
ceasing thoughtfulness.  "Honor  thy  father  and  thy  mother"  was  to 
the  boy  and  man  not  merely  a  God-given  command  but  an 
instinctive  impulse. 

When  his  home  was  left  desolate  he  did  not  repine  or  yield  to 
the  sense  of  bereavement  which  weighed  upon  him,  but  he  lived 
on  in  the  old  home — cheerful,  optimistic;  the  genial  host,  the  loving 
friend,  the  old   \'irginia   gentleman. 

For  years  he  was  a  pillar  in  the  College  Church — first  as  a 
deacon  and  then  as  elder — wise  in  counsel  and  sound  in  the  faith. 
He  was,  too,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  was  serving  on  the 
Executive  Committee  of  that  body. 

He  is  survived  by  two  sisters — Mrs.  William  Cumming,  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Tyler,  of  Winchester,  Ken- 
tucky. The  church  and  the  community  will  miss  him  sadly;  his 
inner  circle  of  friends  mourn  the  loss  of  one  who  was  as  close  as 
a  brother.  But  he  fought  a  good  fight,  he  finished  his  course,  he 
kept  the  faith. 

DR.  JOHN   THOMPSON   GRAHAM,   1887 
By  Dr.  James  L.  Kent 

Dr.  J.  T.  Graham  died  at  a  hospital  in  Roanoke,  December  16, 
1929,  after  a  short  illness. 

He  was  the  son  of  John  Thompson  and  Ellen  (Grills)  Graham, 
born  May  18,  1864,  got  his  preparatory  education  at  Draper's 
Valley  Academy  and  Wytheville  Male  Acadaemy;  entered  Hamp- 
den-Sydney College  in  1884,  and  got  his  B.  A.  degree  there  in 
1887.  He  was  an  active  and  very  popular  member  of  the  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  Fraternity. 

He  entered  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia in  1887  and  earned  his  M.  D.  degree  in  one  session,  a  very 
strenuous  and  unusual  feat  which  has  been  accomplished  by  very 
few. 

In  1889  he  took  up  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Wytheville 
and  continued  the  same  most  successfully  until  just  a  short  time 
before  going  to  rest. 

He  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Fox,  of  Wytheville,  and  is  survived 
by  her  and  one  son.  Dr.  Charles  F.  Graham,  who  was  associated 
with  him  in   practice. 

Soon  after  locating  in  Wytheville  he  joined  the  Presbyterian 
Church  there  and  was  one  of  its  faithful  and  most  valued  Ruling 
Elders  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Such  a  Christian  life  came  to  him 
by  inheritance  from  a  saintly  ancestor  (of  the  sixth  generation,  in 
whose  honor  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  his  father,  and  his  great- 
grandfather were  named),  Rev.  John  Thompson,  of  County  Down, 
Ireland. 

Mr.  Thompson  was  licensed  to  preach  June  23,  1713,  by  Armagh 
(Ireland)  Presbytery  and  came  to  America  with  his  wife  and  one 
child  (Esther)  about  171 5  and  very  soon  became  prominent,  being 
elected  Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Philadelphia  at  its  sixth  meeting 
in  1722.  He  was  the  author  of  an  overture  which  was  adopted  bv 
that  Synod  in  1729,  making  the  Westminister  Confession  of  Faith 
and  Catechism  the  standards  of  the  American  Presbyterian  Church. 
He  moved  to  Virginia  in  1744  and  was  preaching  in  1749  at  Old 
Buffalo  Church,  in  Amelia  (now  Prince  Edward)  County.  He  died 
at    Centre,    North    Carolina,    in    1753.     In    1792,    Andrew    Baker,    a 
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member  of  Mr.  Thompson's  church  at  Old  Concord,  had  published 
"The  Poor  Orphan's  Legacy,"  by  Mr.  Thompson,  from  which  the 
following  excerpts  are  taken : 

"Dear  Children:  ...  In  general,  I  entreat  and  charge  you  to 
make  serious  practical  religion  your  main  and  principal  work  and 
business  while  you  are  in  the  world.  If  your  love  to  God  and 
holiness  be  not  above  your  love  of  all  worldly  things;  if  your  care 
and  concern  for  your  souls  be  not  more  than  for  all  other  concerns 
in  the  world,  I  never  expect  to  enjoy  your  company  in  our  heavenly 
Father's  house   above.  .  .  . 

I  shall  forbear  further  to  enlarge,  and  commend  you  to  the 
Lord  and  to  the  word  of  grace,  which  is  able  to  keep  you  from 
falling,  to  guide  you  through  this  evil  world,  and  to  preserve  you 
safe  unto  his  heavenly  kingdom." 

The  value  of  Mr.  Thompson's  charge  to  his  "children"  and 
commendation  of  them  to  the  Lord  has  been  markedly  shown  by 
the  many  noble  Christians  who  have  descended   from  him. 

Dr.  Graham  had  represented  Wythe  County  in  the  Legislature 
since  192 1,  had  just  been  re-elected  last  November,  and  was  the 
ranking  member  on  several  important  committees. 

He  was  a  high  degree  Mason,  Rotarian,  and  member  of  the 
Order  of  Oaks. 

Striking  evidence  of  the  great  love  and  admiration  felt  for  him 
was  given  by  the  great  concourse  of  friends  from  all  Southwest 
Virginia  who  were  at  his  funeral. 

Library  Note 

Under  the  efficient  management  of  our  good  Librarian,  Miss 
Emma  C.  Venable,  the  usefulness  of  the  Library  is  being  extended. 
It  touches  the  lives  not  only  of  the  students,  but  also  of  those  living 
in  the  community  and  in  adjoining  counties.  Through  the  skillful 
cooperation  of  Mr.  B.  S.  Oliver,  new  book  shelves  and  other 
furniture  are  being  provided.  Arrangements  for  loans  and  exchange 
of  books  have  been  made.  The  State  Library,  in  Richmond,  is 
especially  courteous  in  lending  books  for  limited  periods.  Besides 
the  accessions  made  by  purchase,  several  kind  friends  are  regularly 
adding  valuable  volumes.  Mr.  A.  B.  Dickinson's  collection  is 
increasing  rapidly  in  size  and  value,  large  portions  of  two  alcoves 
being  alreadv  well  filled  with  valuable  material — mainly  Virginiana.

Dr.  W.  H.  T.  Squires,  also,  is  an  interested  friend  and  is  con- 
stantly giving  books  of  his  own  writing  and  valuable  works  of 
others.

Distinguished  Alumni  ot  the  Past 

(By  'Dandridge  Spotswood,  Esq.) 
DR.  \VILLL\M  HENRY  GOODE,  1839 

Dr.  William  Henry  Goode  was  the  son  of  William  Embry  and  Mary 
Pegram  Goode  of  Dinwiddle  Co.,  Va.  Dr.  Goode  was  a  wealthy  planter, 
owning  prior  to  the  Civil  War  "Shannon  Hill,"  Goochland  Co.,  Va. 
For  many  years  he  was  connected  with  the  Staunton  Iron  works.  He 
was  for  five  years  a  student  of  Dr.  John  William  Draper  (at  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  in  New  York).  When  Dr.  Draper  went  to  the  University 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  young  Goode  went  with  him  as  his  assistant. 
He  later  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Yale. 

In  one  of  his  communications  to  Dr.  George  Brown  Goode,  Libra- 
rian of  Congress,  he  writes:  "I  was  connected  in  some  way  with  all 
the  experiments  and  researches  conducted  by  Dr.  Draper  while  I  was  his 
assistant.  At  Hampden-Sydney,  he  discovered  the  principle  of  Electro- 
typing  but  turned  it  to  no  practical  use Great  advances  were 

made  in  his  laboratory,  some  by  him  and  some  by  me The  camera 

now  used  in  photography  is,  I  think,  our  joint  production."  Dr.  Goode 
was  also  associated  with  Draper  and  Silliman  in  their  first  experiments 
in  photography  with  the  electric  light.  (See  "Virginia  Cousins"  by 
George  Brown  Goode  for  further  facts  and  for  a  picture  of  Dr.  Goode.] 

WILLIAM  RANDOLPH  NELSON,  1864 

William  Randolph  Nelson  (1864)  was  born  in  Petersburg,  Va., 
June  13,  1844.  He  was  the  son  of  Hugh  and  Elizabeth  Harrison  (Minge) 
Nelson — the  former  a  native  of  Hanover  Co.,  Va.,  the  latter  a  niece 
of  President  Harrison.  He  was  in  the  Freshman  Class  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  when  the  Civil  war  began.  Though  under  age,  he  left  college 
for  the  army,  and  enlisted  in  Co.  A.  12th  Va.  Infantry,  serving  in  Ma- 
hone's  Brigade  until  1864,  when  he  was  transferred  south  to  Selden's 
Light  Artillery,  with  which  he  remained  until  the  close  of  the  war.  For 
about  a  year  he  was  clerk  with  an  Express  Company  in  New  Orleans. 

In  1866  he  moved  to  Selma,  Ala.,  and  became  a  member  of  the  law 
firm  of  Morgan,  Lapsley,  and  Nelson  which  existed  until  1887,  when 
Hon.  John  T.  Morgan  was  elected  to  U.  S.  Senate.  Mr.  Nelson  was  a 
lawyer  and  investment  agent  in  Selma  until  his  death  Nov.  2q,  1922. 

His  wife  was  Miss  Octavia  Le  Verb  Owen  of  A'lobile,  Ala.,  the 
marriage  date  being  Oct.  20,  1870.

My\JOR  JOHN  NEVILLE  HUGHES 

Major  John  N.  Hughes  was  of  Welsh  extraction.  Tradition  claims 
for  the  family  the  blood  of  the  ancient  Kings  of  Britain.  He  was  born 
in  Powhatan  Co.  Va.,  Aug.  nth,  1763.  At  the  age  of  fifteen,  he 
left  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  enlisted  in  the  Continental  Army, 
and  sejved  to  the  close  of  the  war. 

At  the  age  of  twenty,  he  married  Anne  Meriwether,  and  they  were 
the  parents  of  twenty-six  children,  fourteen  of  whom  arrived  at  maturity. 
Major  Hughes  went  west  about  17S6,  and  he  served  in  the  war  of  1812. 
Mrs.  Hughes  died  in  1820;  but  the  Major  lived  many  years  longer  and 
died  at  his  home  on  the  Ohio  River,  six  miles  below  Louisville,  Ky., 
December  II,  1842,  having  survived  all  of  his  children  but  five.  [Data 
furnished  by  Dandridge  Spotswood,  Esq.,  his  authority  being  the 
Meriwether  Genealogy,  by  Louisa  H.  A.  Minor.] 

The  Psychology  Department

THE  ever-voracious  Psychology  Department  ad- 
ministered the  Intelligence  Test  to  102  Freshmen 
entering  this  past  Fall.  The  median  score  was  130  (Alpha) 
or  slightly  above  last  year's  Freshman  class  and  second  • 
best  in  the  classes  of  the  past  six  years.  The  distribution 
curve  of  the  present  Freshman  class  when  compared 
with  that  of  available  records  of  college  freshmen  through- 
out the  country  shows  up  very  favorably  and  indicates 
that  we  continue  to  draw  a  superior  grade  of  students, 
excelled  by  few  colleges  except  those  like  Dartmouth 
which  have  very  rigorous  entrance  requirements.  Un- 
fortunately, we  have  to  admit  every  year  a  number  of 
students  (this  year  eight  per  cent.)  who,  judged  by  the 
tests  and  usually  also  by  preparation,  are  very  doubtful 
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college  material.  Most  of  these  students  fail  on  three- 
fourths  or  more  of  their  studies  and  more  than  half  of 
those  dropped  in  accordance  with  the  minimum  scholar- 
ship rule  fall  within  this  group.  About  a  third  perhaps 
of  the  students  dropped  are  men  of  average  orevenhigh 
intelligence  who  are  careless,  trifling,  distracted,  malad- 
justed or  intellectually  slumbering.  A  very  small  per- 
centage of  those  cast  into  outer  darkness  are  both  hard- 
working and  intelligent  but  the  victims  of  poor  pre- 
paration. It  is  very  much  to  be  regretted  that  many  of 
our  rural  high  schools,  prep  schools  and  even  city  high 
schools  graduate  and  pass  on  to  college,  students  who 
are  not  fit  to  enter  the  race.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
our  liberal  arts  colleges  supply  trained  men  to  the  pro- 
fessions and  to  the  higher  grades  of  business.  For  these 
and  other  reasons  we  believe  that  our  standards  should 
be  kept  high.  We  run  no  danger  of  an  "aristocracy  of 
brains,"  but  we  desire  to  turn  out  intellectually  capable 
leadership.  When  a  Hampden-Sydney  graduate  goes 
by,  we  should  like  men  to  say:  "There  goes  a  man  of 
finely-developed  intellect  and  high  character." 

A  few  further  comparisons  may  be  of  interest.  The 
median  intelligence  score  of  the  Hampden-Sydne)'  football 
squad  is  141  or  ten  points  higher  than  the  average  student. 
The  upper  and  lower  quartiles  are  also  five  points  higher 
each  than  those  of  the  student  body.  This  seems  to 
prove  the  view  of  the  Coach  that  it  takes  brains  to  play 
modern  football.  The  same  is  evidently  true  of  the  speedy 
game  of  basket-ball  for  the  Tiger  basketeers  run  just  a 
few  points  higher  even  than  the  letter  men  in  football. 
Keen  but  well-regulated  fraternity  competition  this  year 
resulted  in  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  Freshman  class  being 
pledged  by  the  various  Greek  letter  organizations.  The 
median  score  of  this  social  aggregation  was  135  or  several 
points  above  the  median  of  the  Freshman  class.  The 
pledges,  however,  range  from  the  very  lowest  to  the  very 
highest  in  the  class.  This  would  indicate  that  the  mere 
abundance  or  scarcity  of  gray  matter  has  very  little  to 
do  with  election  to  a  social  fraternity.  Members  of  the 
honorary  fraternities,  however,  rank  ten  to  twenty  points 
higher  than  the  average  as  might  be  expected.  Quite 
keen  also  are  the  debaters  who  average  about  155  but  of 
course  we  should  look  for  those  who  are  called  upon  to 
settle  World  Peace  and  other  big  affairs  to  be  well  supplied 
with  native  mother  wit.  Finally,  a  comparison  with  our 
sister  institution,  Farmville  S.  T.  C.  shows  statistically 
that  our  student  body  I.  Q.  is  a  few  points  higher  but 
that  the  young  ladies  excel  us  by  a  like  small  margin 
in  tests  of  curiosity.  We  leave  it  to  our  judicious  alumni 
as  to  whether  figures  lie. 


The  Union-Philanthropic 
Literary  Society

IN  the  annals  of  the  old  Philanthropic  Society  it  is 
related  that  at  one  time,  perhaps  a  century  ago,  the 
Philanthropic  ranks  were  visited  with  misfortune  and 
were  fearfully  decimated.  The  membership,  so  the  story 
goes,  stood  at  precisely  three.  One  gentleman  took  the 
chair;  a  second  the  secretarial  pen;  and  the  third  (nothing 
else  being  available,  you  see)  took  the  floor.  Whereupon 
it  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  constitution  be  re- 
formed. So    it    was    done.  And    the    results    were    most 


gratifying.  Not  only  did  the  Philanthropic  Literary 
Society  avoid  imminent  extinction,  but  from  that  time  on 
it  so  thrived  and  prospered  that  it  exercised  a  great  and 
beneficent  influence  on  Hampden-Sydney  for  a  hundred 
years  or  more. 

History,  someone  has  remarked,  repeats  itself.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  present  scholastic  year,  both  Union  and 
Philanthropic  found  themselves  in  an  exceedingly  pre- 
carious situation.  They  faced  extinction.  Somewhat  worn 
traditions  of  long  since  expired  grandeur  are  no  check 
to  the  ebbing  tide  of  forensic  and  literary  interest  that 
can  be  said,  I  suppose,  to  be  a  characteristic  of  the  times. 
In  desperation,  these  two  venerable  but  none  the  less 
decrepit  institutions  combined  for  mutual  support.  We 
adopted  the  name  LTnion-Philanthropic  and  the  old 
Union  constitution.  It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the 
constitution  be  reformed.   So  it  was  done. 

Now  whether  the  historic  cycle  will  swing  around  to 
full  completion,  we  can  not  as  yet  fairly  say.  We  can 
justly  claim,  however,  that  the  new  Union-Philanthropic 
Society  is  a  distinct  improvement  over  either  of  the 
separate  societies  as  far  back  as  our  present  generation 
of  student  memories  go.  The  programs  are  better;  the 
performances  are  generally  superior;  and  though  the 
number  of  members  is  smaller,  the  sum  total  of  interest 
and  zeal  is  greater.  That,  at  least,  is  something.

Forensics

HAMPDEN-SYDNEY'S  forensic  squad  is  now  in  the 
thick  of  the  debating  season.  The  debaters  have 
behind  them  four  debates;  before  them  six  contests 
within  the  state  and  a  southern  trip.  The  Tigers  emerged 
victorious  from  two  of  the  encounters.  Messrs.  McAllister 
and  Alacon  Reed  were  awarded  the  decisions  in  debates 
with  Randolph-Macon  College  and  Randolph-Macon 
Woman's  College  on  February  22d  and  28th  respectively. 
In  these  debates,  they  argued  successfully  against  Com- 
plete Disarmament.  The  second  of  these  debates  was  at 
home  and  attended  by  a  large  and  sympathetic  audience. 
Messrs.  Bloch  and  P.  F.  Jones  invaded  Johns  Hopkins 
on  January  14  and  strove  to  prove  that  High  Tariff'  is 
not  detrimental  to  World  Peace,  but  lost,  to  quote  the 
judges'  official  report,  by  a  "narrow  margin."  On  Feb- 
ruary 14th,  Messrs.  Gordon  and  Carson  waged  a  fierce 
forensic  battle  with  Roanoke  College  in  the  enemies' 
stronghold  but  succumbed  to  the  heavy  artillery  of  their 
opponents.  They  pled  in  vain  for  the  Briand  proposal 
of  an  Economic  United  States  of  Europe. 

On  March  25th  the  varsity  debaters,  Bloch,  Carson, 
Johns,  Jones  and  McAllister,  accompanied  by  Dr.  Allan, 
the  Coach,  start  on  the  southern  trip.  Agnes  Scott, 
Furman,  Wake  Forest,  and  possibly  other  institutions 
will  be  debated.  This  trip  and  the  one  north  to  Johns 
Hopkins  are  features  of  our  Alma  Mater's  new  forensic 
policy.  Interest  in  debating  has  greatly  increased  here 
this  year. 

Local  institutions  with  whom  contests  will  be  held

College,  and  probably  Farmville  State  Teachers  College. 
Debates  may  be  arranged  with  others.  Disarmament 
will  be  the  subject  most  used  in  these  contests.

These  are  Stewart 
Bell  of  the  sophomore  class  and  Charles  Barrell  of  the 
junior  class.

The 
question  used  was  the  Tariff  and  World  Peace. 

Society  Sends   Resolution  to 
Mr.  John  D.    Rockefeller,  Jr. 

BY  unanimous  vote,  the  Virginia  Society,  Sons  of 
American  Revolution  requested  President  Hotchkiss 
to  appoint  a  committee  to  express  to  Mr.  John  D.  Rocke- 
feller, Jr.,  the  appreciation  of  the  Society  for  making 
possible  the  restoration  of  the  City  of  Williamsburg. 

President  Hotchkiss  appointed  President  Jos.  D. 
Eggleston  of  Hampden-Sydney  to  prepare  this  paper, 
which  was  duly  engrossed  and  forwarded  to  Mr.  Rocke- 
feller. It  is  felt  that  this  document,  prepared  by  a 
Hampden-Sydney  man  will  be  of  interest  to  Alumni 
generally  and  consequently,  a  copy  of  it  is  printed  below: 

The  Restoration  of  the  City  of  Williamsburg,  Virginia, 
once  the  Capital  of  the  Colony  and  State  of  Virginia, 
and  ever  a  center  of  interest  in  the  Cradle  of  our  Republic, 
has  been  for  many  years  the  great  dream  of  our  worthy 
compatriot,  Dr.  W.  A.  R.  Goodwyn.  It  was  a  conception 
beautiful  in  itself,  and  born  of  an  abiding  patriotism; 
but  until  recently  it  did  not  seem  possible  of  fulfilment. 

As  great  as  the  dream  has  been  the  action  of  Mr. 
John  D.  Rockefeller,  Jr.,  in  making  it  a  living  reality. 
The  crystallization  of  so  lofty  a  conception  is  unique  in 
American  history.  There  is  nothing  comparable  to  it 
in  modern  times;  and  his  generous  action,  undertaken 
so  quietly,  so  sympathetically,  and  so  comprehensively, 
has  focused  the  attention  and  enlisted  the  interest  of  the 
people  of  our  Nation,  eliciting  enthusiastic  commendation 
everywhere. 

Coming  as  it  does,  just  prior  to  the  two  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  birth  of  George  Washington  and  the 
one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  Yorktown,  it 
has  caused  the  thoughtful  citizens  of  this  country  to 
regard  more  closely  the  history  relating  to  our  beginning; 
to  evaluate  the  great  purposes  of  the  makers  of  our 
Constitution;  to  dispel  some  of  the  misconceptions  exist- 
ing; and  thus  to  obtain  a  more  sound  understanding  of, 
and  a  deeper  reverence  for,  the  vision  and  wisdom  of 
those  who  laid  the  foundation  of  our  Republic. 

As  we  believe  that  this  country  was  founded  under  the 
guidance  of  the  God  of  Nations,  so  does  it  seem  that 
from  the  same  great  source  have  come  this  wonderful 
conception  and  its  materialization;  both  of  which  will 
now  become  the  rich  heritage  of  all.  Confronted  with 
many  vexing  problems,  our  people  need  to  be  brought 
to  a  serious  consideration  of  the  way  in  which  our  fore- 
fathers enabled  us,  through  orderly  processes,  to  enjoy 
life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness. 

The  Virginia  Society,  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution, 
assures  Mr.  Rockefeller  that  his  gift  has  called  forth  our 
deep  gratitude,  and  that  the  sympathetic  and  beautiful 


manner  in  which  the  work  is  being  done  has  evoked  our 
highest  admiration.

ON  ^londay,  March  3d,  the  Alumni  Secretary  left 
for  Richmond,  accompanied  by  Professors  Whiting 
and  Bagby  and  Robert  K.  Brock,  President  of  the  General 
Alumni  Association.  The  destination  was  the  Gold 
Room  of  the  Jefferson  Hotel,  where  they  attended  the 
dinner-meeting  of  the  Alumni  of  the  Capital.  With  their 
President,  Dr.  H.  Wallace  Blanton  as  toast-master, 
some  sixty-odd  former  students  of  the  old  College  sat 
down  to  a  well-planned  course  dinner.  Professor  Whiting 
was  the  speaker  of  the  evening.  In  eloquent  fashion  he 
brought  a  "Hampden-Sydney  Speech"  to  the  assembled 
Tigers,  many  of  whom  had  sat  under  his  masterly  in- 
struction. The  aims  and  purposes  of  the  College  were 
forcefully  set  forth,  and  a  stirring  appeal  was  made  to 
the  Alumni  that  they  see  that  the  ideals  of  the  place  be 
not  lowered.  Professor  Whiting  stressed  the  fact  that 
the  strength  of  the  institution  is  as  the  strength  of  her 
faculty   and   quality  of  her   student   body. 

President  Eggleston  was  then  asked  to  address  the 
gathering,  and  this  he  did  in  convincing  style.  In  particular 
he  drove  home  the  point  that  the  Richmond  Alumni, 
composing,  as  they  do,  a  tenth  of  all  our  men,  hold  the 
key  to  the  success  of  the  College  in  the  way  of  support 
and  prestige. 

Brief  addresses  were  then  made  by  Dr.  Bagby,  Robert 
K.  Brock,  George  L.  Walker,  H.  R.  Flintoff,  and  Judge 
Louis  S.  Epes.  "This  is  the  day  of  the  small  college," 
said  Judge  Epes.  "And  we  must  get  out  of  our  heads 
and  behavior  the  thought  that  that  requires  an  apologetic 
attitude.  I  love  Hampden-Sydney  and  am  proud  of  the 
fact  that  I  received  my  training  there." 

A  committee  was  named  to  consult  with  Dr.  Bagby 
as  to  "some  definite  and  concrete  things"  the  Richmond 
Chapter  might  do  immediately  for  the  College.  Under 
the  able  and  devoted  leadership  of  Dr.  H.  Wallace  Blanton, 
the  friends  and  Alumni  of  the  College  believe  the  Rich- 
mond Chapter  is  rapidly  becoming  a  great  power  in  the 
upbuilding  of  Hampden-Sydney. 

THE  CHARLESTON  CONVENTION 

January  I7th-i8th  were  the  dates  for  the  American 
Alumni  Council,  District  iii,  and  Charleston,  S.  C,  was 
the  place.

H.Wallace  Blanton,  M.  D. 

WHEN  the  Richmond  Chapter  of  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni 
elected  Doctor  H.  Wallace  Blanton  as  their  President,  they 
not  only  did  a  very  fine  thing  for  themselves  and  the  College,  but 
a  very  natural  thing.  His  "blood"  has  been  intimately  associated 
with  Hampden-Sydnev  almost  from  its  founding.  He  is  the  great- 
grandson  of  Jesse  S.  Armistead,  renowned  teacher  and  preacher  of 
the  Class  of  1823.  His  grandfather  was  the  first  honor  graduate  of 
the  Class  of  1847 — Dr.  Philip  Southall  Blanton,  brilliant  physician 
and  charming  companion.  Dr.  Charles  A.  Blanton,  of  Richmond, 
Virginia — staunch  friend  of  the  College  and  useful  member  of  her 
Board  of  Trustees — is  the  father  of  "Doctor  Wallace."  This  scion 
of  the  "Cumberland  Blantons"  entered  Hampden-Sydney  in  1908 
and  graduated  in  1912.  During  his  days  on  "The  Hill"  he  became 
known  throughout  the  state  as  a  star  athlete.  He  took  the  bumps  in 
Death  Valley  for  four  years  and  was  captain  of  basket  ball  his 
Senior  year.  Before  entering  upon  his  medical  training,  he  taught 
Physics  and  Chemistry  in  the  Armstrong  High  School,  of  Richmond, 
and  at  the  same  time  coached  the  John  Marshall  football  team 
which  won  both  City  and  State  Championships.  The  fall  of  1913,  he 
entered  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Columbia  Uni- 
versity, New  York,  and  graduated  in  1917.  Sandwiched  in  were 
visits  to  European  medical  centers,  a  summer  in  The  Lying  In 
Hospital,   New   York   City,    and    another   in   the   Sloane    Hospital   of 


the  same  city.  Upon  receiving  his  M.  D.,  Blanton  left  immediately 
for  Paris,  France,  and  became  an  associate  of  Dr.  Joseph  Blake  at 
L'Hospital  Croix  Rouge  American.  He  treated  many  of  the  French 
wounded  who  were  received  directlj'  from  Verdun.  While  in  France, 
he  received  a  commission  as  First  Lieutenant  in  the  American  Army. 
On  account  of  illness,  he  was  sent  back  to  the  States  in  October, 
1917.  Soon  thereafter,  he  entered  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  New  York, 
as   an   interne   and   served   in   this  capacity   until   February  of   1919,

at  which  time  he  began  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Richmond, 
associated  with  his  father,  Dr.  Charles  A.  Blanton,  and  his  brother, 
Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton.  Along  the  professional  line.  Dr.  Blanton 
holds  membership  in  The  Richmond  Academy  of  Medicine,  Medical 
Society  of  Virginia,  and  is  a  Fellow  in  the  American  Medical 
Association.  He  belongs  to  The  Country  Club  of  Virginia  and  The 
Commonwealth  Club.  The  welfare  of  Hampden-Sydney  holds  a 
large  place  in  his  generous  heart  and  under  his  inspiring  leadership, 
the  Richmond  Alumni  are  being  molded  into  a  powerful  adjunct 
of  Alma  Mater.

Wyndham  Boiling  Blanton 

IE  youngest  man  to  head  the  Richmond  Academy  of  Medi- 
cine." This  is  the  statement  of  the  press  with  regard  to  Dr. 
Wyndham  Boiling  Blanton,  who  recently  became  a  Past-President 
of  the  Academy.  Underneath  his  picture  in  the  Kaleidoscope  of 
1910 — the  year  of  his  graduation  from  Hampden-Sydney — is  this 
quotation:  "Thy  modesty  is  a  candle  to  thy  merit."  That  statement 
still  applies;  it  has  taken  quite  a  year  to  get  a  fe%v  facts  to  record 
herein  concerning  this  distinguished  son  of  the  old  College.  Per- 
sistence is  rewarded  and  we  find  that  he  was  born  June  3,  1890; 
prepared  for  college  at  the  Glebe  School  of  Richmond;  B.  A., 
Hampden-Sydney,  1910;  M.  A.,  University  of  \'irginia,  1912; 
Post-Graduate  work  at  Columbia ;  M.  D.,  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  New  York,  1916;  Interne,  Bellevue  Hospital,  New 
York  City;  Fellow  and  Instructor  in  Patholog\',  Columbia  Uni- 
versity; studied  medicine,  Charlottebburg  Krankenhaus,  Berlin; 
served  as  volunteer  with  Dr.  Joseph  Blake,  American  Ambulance 
Hospital,  Neuilly-sur-Seine,  1915;  Captain  Medical  Corps,  U.  S.  A. 
(Forts  Benjamin  Harrison  and  Snelling)  ;  Chief  of  Laboratory  Ser- 
vice, Cantonment  Hospital,  Camp  Custer,  Michigan,  1918-1919; 
Resident  Physician,  Tuberculosis  Service,  Bellivue  Hospital;  studied 
in  University  of  Edinburgh,  Scotland;  Attending  Physician,  St. 
Philip's  Hospital,  Richmond ;  Director  Laboratories,  Memorial  and 
St.  Philip's  Hospitals;  Lecturer,  "History  of  Medicine,"  Medical 
College  of  Virginia ;  Assistant  Professor  of  Medicine,  Medical 
College    of    Virginia;    Board    of    Trustees,    Richmond    Academy    of 
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Medicine;  Board,  Virginia  Tuberculosis  Society;  Chairman,  His- 
torical Committee,  Virginia  Medical  Society;  author  of  text  book, 
"Manual  of  Normal  Physical  Signs" ;  numerous  medical  articles  to 
journals.  Aside  from  the  professional,  he  is  a  Director  of  the  Rich- 
mond Presbyterian  Standard  Training  School  and  an  Elder  in  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church. 

In   College,   Dr.  Blanton   was   distinguished    as   an   orator   and 
writer.    He  represented  his  society,  the  Philanthropic,  on  numerous

occasions  and  the  College  in  inter-collegiate  forensic  contests.  He 
was  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  Magazine  and  the  Kaleidoscope.  Elected 
unanimously  as  Valedictorian  of  his  class,  he  delivered  an  address 
at  Commencement  that  was  distinguished  for  its  grace  and  power 
in  diction  and  delivery.  There  were  those  present  who  took  it  as 
an  index  of  the  man  that  was  to  be.  At  their  last  meeting,  in  1910, 
his  classmates  elected  him  President  for  life.

The  Basket  Ball  Review  of  1930

VIRGINIA  CONFERENCE  basket  ball  for  the 
season  of  1930  produced  more  strong  teams  than 
any  other  year  in  the  history  of  the  organization.  William 
and  Mary  led  the  field  closely  followed  by  the  veteran 
live  at  Randolph-Macon.  Both  teams  had  seasoned 
material  possessing  speed  and  great  scoring  power. 
William  and  Mary  had  more  reserve  material  of  known 
ability  while  Randolph-Macon  depended  on  the  original 
five.  Richmond  University,  Lynchburg,  and  Hampden- 
Sydney  were  of  equal  strength  although  Richmond  finished 
with  a  slightly  higher  percentage.  Roanoke  and  Bridge- 
water  had  good  teams  but  dropped  several  games  by 
narrow  margin  to  finish  the  season  with  a  low  percentage. 
Any  other  year  the  Salem  and  Bridgewater  teams  might 
have  been  in  the  race  but  the  competition  was  a  little 
too  fast  in  1930.  Hampden-Sydney  was  late  in  starting 
practice  because  of  the  longer  football  schedule.  The 
loss  of  Smith,  Strader,  Wooten  and  Harris  from  the  1929 
squad  caused  a  lot  of  experimenting  in  early  season. 
Several  games  were  dropped  during  this  period  of  trying 
out  various  combinations.  After  the  men  played  together 
a  few  weeks  the  team  improved  steadily  and  climaxed 
the  season  with  a  victory  over  the  strong  Yellow  Jacket 
machine  on  the  Randolph-Macon  Court.
